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OTTAWA  (UPI)  — A Liberal 
senator  warned  yesterday  that  Cana- 
dians might  become  "atomic  victims" 
in  the  event  of  another  war  unless  the 
United  States  gave  nuclear  weapons 
to  Canada’s  armed  forces. 

Senator  David  Croll  of  Toronto 
told  the  Senate  committee  on  external 
affairs  that  Canada's  forces  had  to 
become  familiar  with  nuclear  weapons 
now  if  they  were  to  be  prepared  for 
possible  attack. 

Sen.  Croll't  remarks  came  when 
the  committee  was  questioning  De- 
fence Minister  George  Pearkes  on 
various  aspects  of  the  North  Ameri- 
can Air  Defence  agreement.  (See  be- 
low.) 


Mr.  Pearkes  said  it  had  not  been 
"formally  settled"  whether  the  U.S. 
would  waive  its  rule  and  put  Ameri- 
can atomic  weapons  in  the  hands  of 
Canadians. 

"We  have  no  air-to-air  rockets  or 
missiles  which  are  equipped  with 
atomic  or  nuclear  warheads."  Mr. 
Pearkes  said,  "although  in  the  event 
of  war  the  U.S.  will  give  Canada 
weapons.” 

‘That  would  be  too  late."  snapped 
Sen.  Croll.  "This  is  mutual  defence, 
isn't  it  ?" 

Asked  by  Sen.  Croll  if  Canada  was 
receiving  arms  "under  the  table," 

Mr.  Pearkes  replied,  "No."

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Mobile  Defence  Forces 


NEW  ZEALAND  is  reported  as  likely 
to  follow  Canadian  and  Unitpd 
Kingdom  defence  steps  shortly  through 
abolition  of  conscription  and  the  creation 
of  a highly  mobile  regular  brigade 
equipped  with  the  latest  defence  weapons. 
The  New  Zealand  Parliament  will  meet 
early  next  month,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  government  then  will  transmit  recom- 
mendations to  that  end  along  the  line  of 
plans  that  have  been  formulated. 

Gaeat  Britain  took  the  decisive  step 
when  it  arranged  to  wind  up  national 
service  and  to  concentrate  on  highly 
trained  and  mobile  regular  force  units, 
with  full  co-operation  among  the  three 
arms.  Canada,  which  avoided  conscrip- 
tion through  the  years,  recently  brought 
itself  into  line  with  the  new  British  prac- 
tice. 

If  New  Zealand  follows  suit,  as  it  is 
expected  to  do,  that  will  endorse  the 
present  Commonwealth  trend  towards 
smaller,  self-contained  and  highly  mobile 
defence  forces  on  a permanent  basis. 
These  forces  could  be  mobilized  quickly 
and  airlifted  to  the  scene  of  any  emerg- 
ency. in  keeping  with  advances  in  mod- 
em strategy. 

The  corollary,  of  course,  Is  a height- 
ened degree  of  dependence  on  atomic 
weapons  to  take  the  place  of  lessening 


manpower  in  the  services.  The  change, 
however,  should  provide  regular  forces 
who  are  trained  to  the  minute,  and 
available  as  an  effective  deterrent  to 
limited  threats  of  aggression. 

In  most  instances  the  change  from 
the  old  system  to  the  new  may  involve 
additional  outlays,  in  view  of  the  high 
cost  of  modern  arms  in  all  categories.  So 
that  it  is  not  saving,  but  efficiency  that 
is  the  aim  of  this  policy. 

Full  development  along  such  lines  in 
the  next  few  years  would  give  the  Com- 
monwealth more  highly  mobile  defence 
forces  than  has  ever  been  the  case  before. 
While  each  member  of  the  Common- 
wealth would  plan  according  to  its  indi- 
vidual needs,  their  combined  regular 
forces  under  arms  would  constitute  an 
effective  and  impressive  deterrent  any- 
where around  thp  periphery  of  the  far- 
flung  system. 

As  a trend,  also,  this  new  concept  of 
defence  might  lead  in  time  to  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  standing  armies,  air  forces 
and  navies  of  the  Western  world,  in 
return  for  well  trained  and  highly  co- 
ordinated services  which  in  the  event  of 
emergency  could  be  employed  in  unison. 
That  in  effect  is  what  NATO  now  im- 
plies for  Western  Europe,  but  is  addressed 
in  this  instance  to  the  wider  field  of 
defence  in  global  strategy. 


Tragic  Lesson  for  Boaters 


PEOPLE  all  over  the  country  were 
shocked  earlier  this  month  by  a report 
that  five  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
officers  had  been  drowned  while  on 
patrol  duty  in  Simcoe  Lake,  when  their 
14-foot  outboard  motor  boat  apparently 
upset  in  a squall.  There  were  no  sur- 
vivors of  the  accident,  and  so  the  cause 
of  It  can  only  be  deduced  from  the  state 
of  the  weather  at  the  time  'and  subse- 
quent examination  of  the  recovered  boat. 

Evidence  given  at  the  inquest  in  Ontario 
this  week,  however,  has  produced  some 
remarkable  disclosures  tending  to  the 
surmise  that  tne  patrol  boat  was  not 
operated  in  accordance  with  the  safety- 
principles  laid  down  by  the  federal  author- 
ities, which  the  RCMP  is  responsible  for 
enforcing  on  private  owners  of  boats. 

The  first  was  the  somewhat  astonish- 
ing testimony  that  RCMP  officers  in  that 
part  of  Ontario  at  least  received  no 
special  training  in  boat  handling  before 
being  detailed  to  water  patrol  duty.  The 
second  was  the  even  more  damaging  dis- 
closure, by  police  witnesses,  that  the  boat 
set  out  on  night  patrol  carrying  a gross 


load  in  excess  of  the  safe  maximum  rat- 
ing of  the  manufacturer. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  this  is 
an  isolated  instance  of  the  RCMP  fail- 
ing to  practice  the  rules  which  in  recent 
years  detachments  throughout  the  coun- 
try have  i»oen  preaching  so  emphatically 
to  the  public.  Tragic  as  it  was,  however, 
this  multiple  drowning  accident  demon- 
strates in  a most  regrettable  fashion  how 
easily  disaster  can  overtake  the  unwary 
in  small  boats,  even  strong  men  and, 
presumably,  good  swimmers.  It  shows 
that  when  bad  weather  strikes  suddenly 
— a situation  which  all  operators  of  boats 
should  anticipate  When  they  set  out — an 
overloaded  boat  can  become  unsea  worthy, 
no  matter  how  well  built  and  well  found. 

This  is  a lesson  which  should  be 
marked  diligently  by  boatowners  in  these 
waters  where  calm,  sunny  weather  can 
change  rapidly  to  near-gale  winds. 
Properly  equipped  and  handled,  small 
boats  are  no  more  dangerous  than  are 
cant  on  the  highway,  but  in  both  cases 
ignorance  or  disregard  of  the  safety  ruks 
can  have  fatal  consequences. 


Incipient  Lunacy 


IF  THERE  is  one  service  in  British 
Columbia  that  has  earned  the  sincere 
regard  and  admiration  of  the  public  ever 
since  its  inception  years  ago  it  is  the 
forest  parks  and  playgrounds  division. 
Everybody  knows  that  these  outstanding

Judicial  Powers

UNTIL  quite  recently  tha  Com- 
monwealth Arbitiation  Court  was 
the  principal  federal  agency  in  Indus- 
trial arbitration. 

But  m 1956  the  federal  government 
brought  down  amending  legislation 
giving  the  courts  Judicial,  concilia- 
tory and  arbitral  function*  to  two 
new  and  independent  agencies  the 
Commonwealth  Industrial  Court  and 
the  Commonwealth  Conciliation  and 
Arbitratidn  Commission.  • 

The  old  Commonwealth  Arbitration 
Court  has  not  been  abolished.  It  has 
hem  retained  for  the  time  being, 
anyway  to  undertake  certain  transi- 
tional functions. 

All  judicial  powers  are  vested  In 
the  Commonwealth  Industrial  Court 
which  consists  of  a chief  Judge  and 
not  more  than  two  other  Judge*.  It 
is  a superior  court  of  record,  and 
aits  as  a full  bench  of  not  less  than 
two  members. 

It  has  sole  responsibility  for  deal- 
ing with  anything  related  lo  tniepre- 
tation  and  enforremem  in  the  federal 
Industrial  sphere. 

The  functions  of  conciliation  and 
arbitration  are  undertaken  by  the 
Commonwealth  Conciliation  and  Ar- 
bitration Commission,  which  consists 
of  a president,  not  lea*  than  two 
deputy  presidents,  a senior  commis- 
sioner and  at  least  five  other  comm  is- 
atoners.  The  three  presidential  mem- 
bers must  have  legal  qualifications 
and  the  status  of  Judges. 


The  commission  has  wid#  power* 
and  much  freedom  of  action  to  pre- 
vent and  settle  Industrial  disputes  by 
conciliation  and  arbitration.  Its  real 
Job  is  to  effect  a reconciliation  be 
tween  the  disputing  parties,  and  lo 
help  them  to  try  to  settle  their  dif- 
ferences amicably. 

The  commission  isn't  bound  by  any 
rule*  of  evi dance,  nor  must  it  always 
act  in  a formal  manner.  It  is  re- 
quited to  art  according  to  justice  and 
to  good  conacience  and  according  to 
the  merits  of  the  case  without  worry- 
ing too  much  about  legal  technicali- 
ties. 

A commissioner  may  be  assigned  to 
particular  Industries,  or  perhaps 
groups  of  industries,  or  b#  placed 
in  charge  of  particular  industrial  di* 
piite*.  He  can  Intervene  in  an  actual 
or  threatened  dispute  even  though 
there  hasn't  yet  been  any  formal  noti- 
fication of  the  dispute. 

The  comgikaaioner  can  summons 


the  disputing  parlies  to  a compulsory 
conference  presided  over  by  him- 
self,  and  may  request  the  attendance 
of  any  other  people  who  are  directly 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  dis- 
pute. 

He  ran  ask  anyone  along  who.  he 
feels,  can  assist  the  settlement  of  the 
industrial  wrangle. 


When  he  is  dealing  with  an  Indus 
trial  dispute  of  nalional  importance, 
the  condliaUon  commissioner  must  — 
on  applioation  by  a disputing  party^ 
confer  with  the  president  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  dispute  should  be 
settled  by  a larger  body, 

If  the  president  directs  ft,  the  dis 
pule  la  then  referred  to  the  Com- 
monwealth Conciliation  and  Arbitra- 
tion Commission  consisting  of  at  least 
three  members,  Including  » presiden- 
tial member. 

"Hie  parties  oan  appeal  to  the  cofh- 
mission  against  the  decision  of  the 
commissioner,  but  only  in  a matter 
of  national  importance.  In  all  other 
instances,  the  decisions  of  the  com- 
missioner are  final. 

Legal  representation  la  limited  at 
these  commission  hearings  Counsel 
may  appear  only  with  the  consent  nf 
the  parlies  and  with  the  commis- 
sion's permission. 


The  amendments  of  1956  are  an  at- 
tempt to  give  Industry  and  the  com 
munity  in  general  an  efficient  and 
speedy  conciliation  and  arbitration 
service  to  deal  with  industrial  prob- 
lem* the  moment  they  arise 

The  main  aim  of  the  new  machin- 
ery is  to  simplify  method*  of  concil- 
iation in  avoiding  industrial  disputes 
and  promoting  goodwill  In  industry. 

Though  last  year— Its  fitjt  year  of 
operation -the  new  machinery  made 
a promising  start  with  relatively  few 
Industrial  disputes,  it  suffered  from  a 
lack  of  a uniform  wage  structure  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

In  hia  first  annual  report  alnce  the 
arbitration  machinery  was  reconsti- 
tuted. the  president  of  the  Common- 
wealth Arbitration  Commission.  Mr. 
Justice  Kirby,  said  the  lack  of  a uni- 
form basic  wage  amongst  the  states 
was  one  of  the  major  obstacles  pre 
venting  more  industrial  peace  in  Aus- 
tralia. 

He  also  warned  that  many  complex 
industrial  problems  still  had  to  be 
solved  "a  great  number  of  which 
lie  outside  the  constitutional  and 
legislative  boundaries  of  this  commis-

There  is,  firs!  of  all,  the  effect 
of  this  move  on  the  Current  negotia- 
tions in  Moscow  the  preparatory 
talks  between  the  Soviet  foreign  mini- 
ster and  the  three  Western  ambas- 
sadors The  result  can  only  be  in 
bring  them  lo  a dead  stop.  The  Soviet 
prime  minister  reverts  to  the  pro- 
cedure of  public  exchange  of  corre- 
s pond*  nee  between  the  hends  of 
governments.  Thai  had  already 
proved  sterile. 

11  ws*  to  escape  from  that  dead- 
lock that  the  Western  powers,  at  th* 
end  of  March,  had  proposed  i*nd  th# 
Soviet  Union  had  arveptedi  that  this 
sort  of  correspondence  should  cease; 
that  instead,  there  should  he  confi- 
dential diplomatic  conversations  In 
Moscow. 

+ * * 

Great  hopes  were  based  on  this 
decision.  Hut  what  happened"  The 
talk*  were  scheduled  to  start  on  April 
17.  But  the  Russians  have  Imposed 
delay  afier  delay.  First  Mr  Gromyko 
Insisted  on  seeing  the  three  ambassa- 
dor* one  by  one.  When  this  time- 
wasting  method  was  accepted,  he  did 
not  begin  conversations.  Instead  he 
handed  them  long  memoranda  re- 
stating the  position  taken  by  the 
Soviet  government  in  a previous  ex- 
change of  notes  and  letters  These 
had  to  b*  considered  and  answeied. 
This  exchange  Irft  the  position 
unaltered. 

On  May  31  ihe  Western  trio  mad# 
a new  attempt  to  break  the  dead- 
lock. The  United  Stales  ambassador 
gave  Mr.  Gromyko  a list  nf  five 
headings  for  ihe  agenda  to  which  no 
objection  seemed  possible.  Under 
each  heading  • disarmament.  Euro- 
pean security  arid  Germany.  etc.) 
were  set  down  "sub-topics"  which  th* 
West  would  like  Included. 

Mr.  Gromyko  was  invited  lo  add 
his  own  “subtopic*.''  Then  the  am- 
bassadors vVould  try  to  select  from 
this  Joint  list  those  on  which  there 
seemed  reasonable  possibility  of 
fruitful  discussion. 

* * * 

It  seems  a reasonable  procedure. 
Mr.  Gromyko  promised  to  consider 
it  and  to  reply.  Hut  no  reply  came. 

Instead,  Ihere  ramp  the  Khrush- 
chev letters.  They  completely  Ignored 
the  May  31  proposal.  They  made  it 
clear  that  the  Soviet  government  dor* 
not  wish  to  go  on  with  the  Moscow 
talks  i which  as  “talks''  have  thanks 
to  Mr.  Gromyko's  lactic*  never  in 
fact  begum.  They  charge  the  W'est- 
ern  government*  with  wanting  to 
“kill  ihe  whole  summit  plan  In  hud.'' 
of  “sabotaging  preparation*  for  the 
meeting  and  trying  to  prevent  th# 
meeting  Itself." 

That  is  the  other  dcpres*lng  and 
revealing  feature  of  the  letters.  They 
use  language  which  I*  simply  not 
compatible  with  any  real  desire  to 
sit  round  a table  for  calm  and 
serlou*  discussion.  In  Sofia,  Mr. 
Khrushchev  apoke  of  the  British, 
American  and  French  governments 
as  “our  enemies."  Now  he  speaks  of 
them  as  “saboteurs." 

I cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that 
these  are  deliberate  insults  Intended 
to  provoke  them  Into  declaring  that 
In  the  circumstances  the  sumrfilt 
meeting  would  he  pointless  He  does 
not  want  a meeting  lie  wants  to 
accuse  the  Western  powers  of  pre- 
venting one.  It  is  a “cold  war" 
operation.  That  Is  Ihe  only  lenahle 
eiplanatlon  of  ihe  language  of  then* 
letters,

What  is  Ihe  reason?  This  studied 
truculence  towards  t h e Western 
powers  Is  part  of  a pal  tern.  The 
Soviet  policy  'which  at  one  time  gave 
promise  of  becoming  more  reason- 
able and  more  flexible)  has  stiffened 
steadily  since  Mr  Khrushchev  rome 
to  supreme  power.  Indeed  has  stif- 
fenrd  even  more  during  ihe  past  few 
weeks. 

We  have  seen  violent  attack*  on 
Marshal  Tito  and  the  “postponement" 
of  economic  aid  lo  Yugoslavia.  Now 
cornea  the  secret  trial  and  execution 
of  the  Hungarian  leaders  a defiant 
challenge  to  the  decent  feelings  of 
the  whole  civilized  world  The  spirit  j 
of  Stalin  seems  again  to  dominate 
the  Kremlin 

Is  this  the  expression  nf  Mr. 
Khrush'hev's  real  personality  now 
tiiet  he  no  longer  sees  any  need  to 
mask  It?  Are  there,  as  some,  report# 
suggest.  Internal  difficulties  in  the 
satellites  and  In  the  Soviet  Union 
H**1f  from  which  attention  neMa  to 
be  diverted"

Bootleg  taxis,  operated  to

that  can  run  to  $1,200  a year 
for  a single  cab.  are  giving 
the  police  a fit  these  day*. 

In  addition  to  violence  and 
robbery,  bootleg  cab  drivers 
ate  addicted  to  overcharging 
and  to  hauling  narcotics  and 
othei  contraband.  They  al*o 
serve  as  tout*  for  gambling 
joints  and  bordellos  activit- 
ies which  it  la  virtually  im|K»»- 
sible  for  a licenced  cabbie  to 
engage  in  in  New  York.

WASHINGTON  <AP>  — The 
United  States  Court  of  Appeals 
has  rejected  the  appeal  of  Great 
Sweet  Grass  Oils  Ltd.  from  a 
government  order  barring  the 
company's  stock  from  the 
American  Stock  Exchange. 
New  York. 

The  court  Issued  a four  word 
opinion  "We  find  no  errors"  In 
affirming  the  ruling  the  Secur- 
ities and  Exchange  Commission 
made  April  8,  1957.

The  commission  also  charged 
Sweet  Grass  had  filed  false  re- 
jmrt*  concerning  these  transac- 
tions and  had  overstated  the 
extent  of  the  oil  reserves  in  its 
oil  fields  in  Oklahoma  and 
Western  Canada.
